Police Unable to Check Stampede 
and Are Forced to Defend Selves 
from Enraged Crowd. 


MRS. PANKHURST WOULD STARVE 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, March 11.—The militant suffra- 
gets, against whom the people have turned 
and whe have been having a hard time re 
cently, were tonight driven from à hall in Not- 
tingham by the wildest crowd they have yet 
encountered. 

Annie Kenney and a male suffragist named 
Gray Were announced as the principal speak- 
ers at the meeting. Police protection for the 
meeting Was asked beforehand, and the Not- 
tingham police accepted the duty and turned 
out in great force. Admission to the hall was 
by ticket only, but a number of trouble- 
makers got into the hall early, before the 
tieket-takers had arrived. A great crowd 
surrounded the ball and jeéred the ticket- 
holders as they entered. 

The first. speaker had hardly begun to talk 
when a detonator was discharwed in the back 
seats. This caused general alarm. The ex- 
plosion was followed by stamping and hoot- 
ing and the setting off of firecrackers, 


Orowd Jeers Down Suffraget. 

Mies Kenney tried to speak, but was heckled 

about the burning of two or three railway 
stations yesterday. She answered that the 
suffragets had been compelled to resort to 
extrame Measures, but that Nottingham men 
ought to be proud of such actions, inasmuch 
as their ancestors had burned Nottingham 
eastie in order to get the franchise. 
The descendants of these historic frebugs 
were not convinced by this statement and 
resumed the racket within the hall. Mean- 
while the crowd outside raised a tremendous 
din in trying to force an entrance to the hall. 
Tue police held their grounds and kept them 
back aftet a sharp tussle. 

Gray, the male suffragist, followed Miss 
Kenney. He had hardly etarted to speak 
when a loud crash behind the platform and 
a roar of excited voices showed that the mob 
had burst in the back entrance to the hall. 
They immediately carried, the platform by 
storm and seized the banners bearing the in- 
scriptions “votes for women.” A general 
fight followed. The women shrieked out: 

Do you call yourselves men? to which 
the men replied: “Do you call yourselves 
women? 


Hurl Rotten Fruit at Speakers, 

Showers of rotten fruit and vegetables were 
thrown at the women on and around the 
platform. Fireworks were flung about the 
chairs and the gas lamps were smashed. The 
police forced their way from the outside, but 
immediately became helplessly mixed up in 
the riot and were obliged to protect them- 
seives. 

The women rushed screaming for the en- 
trancea, only to de driven back by other 
crowds which were surging into the hall. A 
general fight followed. Men and women 
fought with their fists. Faces were clawed 
and scratched and millinery flew in all diree- 
tions. 

Finally the police formed a cordon and got 
Miss Kenney and her party in safety to an 
anteroom, There they were guarded until 
an opportunity was found to smuggle them 
out through an obscure exit. As soon as the 
platform was cleared the mob began to dis- 
perse, the police helping to clear the hall. 

The interior of the hall was ruined, the 
windows were smashed, and the furniture 
was broken into fragments, The place was 
filled with the smoke and stench of detona- 
ters which contained suiphuretted hydrogen. 

It % announced that women will be ex- 
cluded from the civic function which King 
George will attend in London on March 19. 


Uncover New Suffraget Trick. 

A new suffraget trick is now being put in 
operation. That is the sending of an un- 
stamped letter containing a copper coin to 
magistrates, solicitors, and others whose ad- 
dresses are public property. The inclusion 
of the coin involves the addressee (if he ac- 
cepts. the letter) in the payment of a double 
répistration fee. The recipient of the letter 
on openings it finde a circular praising woinan 
suffrage. Many public men have already 
been victimised in this way. 

The goverment gives no signof doing any- 
thing to check the militants. Lord Robert 
Cecil, the woman suffragist, though opposed 
to militant methodé, has given notice that 
he will ask Premier Asquith in the house of 
commons tomorrow what he proposes to do to 
stop the outrages of persons who profess to 
desire the enfranchisement of women.“ 

J. Ning. another member of parliament, 
Will ask Home Secretary McKenna to substi- 
tate for pump feeding the rubbing of the 
bodies ot women who go on hunger strikes 
with dugong oil, which, he said, would sus- 
tain Mfe for several weeks through the pores 
of the skin. 


Ne Women Go to Jail. 

The five suffragets who threw petitions at 
the King yesterday were arraigned in Bow 
street police court today on charges of in- 
terfering with the police. Their names are 
Lillian Wilcox, Dorothy Smith, Kathleen 
Paget, Gertrude Vaughan, and Grace Stu 
art.

DIVORCE LAWYERS 


Kavanagh Declares Unserupu- 
lous Attorneys Forget 
Ethics in Greed. 


TELLS A BAR COMMITTEE. 


Professional divorcé lawyers—members of 
the bar Who guarantee for small fees to ob- 
tain “ quick and quiet divorces—were de- 
nounced yesterday by Judge Marcus Kava- 
nagh as parasites of the legal profession. 

That many homes are wrecked by the greed 
of these men for small fees, that they forget 
professional ethics in their efforts to “ slip 
over’ questionable divorces, and that hun- 
dreds of “ divorce orphans” can thank un- 
scrupulous lawyers for their plight were. 
among the statements indorsed by Judge 
Pam and Judge McGoorty and other mem- 
bers of the Ullnois marriage and divorce 
commiseion. 

A committee from the Lawyers’ association 
drew forth the comments of Judge Kava- 
nach, who is the head of the commission. 
The committee, headed by R. J. Cooney and 
including B. J. Brown, David Revell, and 
Thomas E. Swanson, appeared before the 
commission to protest against the proposed 
amendment to the law which will make the 
state’s attorney a party to all divorce sults 
with the right to investigate questionable 
cases. 

“Slap at Members of the Dar.“ 

„This provision is a slap at the members of 
the bar, said Attorney Swanson of the com- 
mittee. We think the bar and the bench 
ean take care of themselves without the in- 
terference of the state's attorney. We ob- 
ject to this provision. 

“This commission is not advocating any 
laws for any single class of men, retorted 
Judge Kavanagh. *“ The bench and bar can 
take care of themselves all right. But 1 
want to say there are many members of this 
par who need watching, and close watching 
at that. 

“ What do you mean by that?” asked Mr, 
Cooney. 

“J mean the professional divorce lawyer 
the man who will resort to petty tricks to 
gain a decrée—the man who win enter into 
collusion to win for a client,” /replied the 
judge. There are many such. I see them 
every day and day after day in my court- 
room, They need watching. by the state’s 
attorney. 


“Some Need Close Watching.” 

“TI don't think our lawyers of Chicago 
need a guardian,” declared Mr. Swanson. 

“I don't think 80, either,” said the judge, 
“I am proud of the lawyers of Iilinols and 
Chicago as a whole, but there are somé who 
need clore watching. If the state's attorney 
has & man present at default divorces many 
fraudulent cases will be stopped at the out- 
set. There is & Woman in this room who was 
the victim of collusion in a case. The same 
attorney who conducted her case was one 
who had obtalned several divorces for one 
man, who testified in a case here two weeks 
ago. The man wanted & Woman to get a 
divorce so he could marry ber himself, He 
had been married five times.”

We don't want to put the entire bar un- 
der suspicion, or any class of them, said 
Judge Pam. We favor an open discussion 
with the Lawyers association on this bill.“ 

Such discussion probably will be arranged 
for next Saturday when a meeting will be 
held in the T. M. C. A. buiding, to which the 
commission is to be tnvited.

ROBBERS SHOOT 
FROM HOUSETOP 


Four Found Trying to-Blow 
‘Safe in Wabash Avenue 
Take Refuge on Roof. 


FIRE BOWN INTO CROWD. 


A suggestion of how it would feel if Chicago 
was attacked by an aeridl fleet was experi- 

enced by $00 citizens and policemen in Wa- 
bash avenue last night between Fifteenth 
and Sixteenth streets. 

From the roof of a four story brick building 
shot after shot wae fired down upon the police 
and spectators by a gang of four men caught 
while attempting to Blow the safe in the of- 
ces of the Newman Clock Works company 
in the Newman building, 1526 Wabash ave- 
nue. Two suspects werearrested. 

Two watchmen Glscovered the four at work 
on the second floor of the building and chased 
them to the roof with pistol shots. The rod- 
bers held down the trap door. 


Fire Down Upon Besiegers. 

The watchmen ran to the street and sum- 
moned several wagonloads of police from the 
‘"wenty-second street station, When the 
policé arrived crowds poured out from the 
Coliseum Annex, where a dance was in prog- 
ress. The robbers on the roof leaned.over 
the rampart and fired down upon the be- 
siegers. The crowds scattered for the shelter 
of doorways. 

The policgAinally rushed the building. As 
the pollemen mounted to the second floor 
the robbers descended from the roof to the 
third floor. Here they jumped from windows 
to the roof of a dwelling at 1528 Wabash 
avenue. 

The police followed down the trap door tn 
the dwelling. More entered from the street. 
As the police tram ped down the hall at the 
rear of the third floor the panels in a door 
at the end of the hall were splintered by a 
volley of pistol shots. 


The police answered the fire and rushed the 
door in a body. They found two men inside. 
The men were unarmed. They refused to 
give their names or explain their presence 
in the kitchen, which belongs to Mrs. Rob- 
ert Mosely, a negro. 

The prisoners were locked up. A search of 
the root and the alleys in the neigohborhood 
of the scene failed to reveal any further trace 
of the robbers. 

Following the capture of the suspects the

Opinion pf Senator Works. ’ 

Senator Works sald congress undoubtedly 
has the power to exclude from interstate com- 
merce any product of underpaid labor. 

“TI am deeply interested in the revelations 
of Chieago conditions he said. “‘ Sooner 
or later we must establish machinery to bring 
about a minimum wage for women, both by 
state and national legislation.

Peters Preparing a Bill. 

Representative Peters of Massachusetts 
author of the bill establishing an eight hour 
day for women in the District of Columbia, 
said he intends to introducea minimum wage 
law for women when the special session of 
congress convenes.

SURRBRISE TO 6—— 


Issues W Gloom Around Prospect 
for Ordinance. 


E. W. Bemis, investigator for the council 
committee on gas, oll, and electric light, sur- 
prised the aldérmen again yesterday. The 
only reductions he would recommend in rates 
for the low priced classes of residence tele- 
phone service were of the “ conditional” 
variety. 2 

If his recommendations are acted on, the 
users of the nickel a day ” telephones will 
get their excess calle for 4 cents each by 
agreeing to accept “ tick- tick’ service. 

In the same way subscribers to the 10 cents, 
a day service could get a lower rate for thelr 
additional calls or they could exchange their 
two party Une for a single party service en- 
titling them to 800 calls for $40 a year. 


Expert Raises New Issues. 

Mr. Bemis was inetructed at the last meet- 
ing to report to what extent the rates for 
these two forme of service could be lowered 
by distributing the company’s surplus be- 
tween them. His failure to do go raised many 
questions. 

If the ordinance is not passed ‘before the 
seating of the new council, it was predicted 
the new committee could not take up the 
matter and dispose of it before June, and 
the passing of the third anniversary on which 
the new rates could have been put Into effect. 
Ald. Sitte, Ald. Kearns, and Ald. Long are 
opposed to permitting any such dclay. 

On the estimates of Mr. Bemis, they say, 
the annual saving to the public by the re- 
duction of rates would be from $350, to 
$400,000. In other words, the delay of three 
years was construed as meaning a loss of 
$1,000,000 to telephone subscribers. 


Bemis Explains Attitude. 

The company met the proposal for reduc- 
tlons with a statement that if any of the 
nickel phones are profitable it is those of the 
nickel first type,“ Mr. Bemis explained, and 
a further study showed me that 18 per cent 
more time is necessary to answer calls from 
the nickel last phones than the nickel first.” 

The expert said that where advantage is 
taken of the price of cali in addition to the 
guarantee of one call a day, the subscriber 
must give up the right to a refund of cash 
paid when his coin box receipts fall belbw 
the guarantee one month and go above it the 
following month. He computed the total ef- 
fect of this reduction as $73,000, although he 
qualified dy saying a less number of subscrib- 
ers than he figured might accede tathe nickel 
first condition. 

Hise second recommendation was, in effect, 
a suggestion that single party measured serv- 
lee be substituted for the two party service 
now guaranteeing two 5 cent calls a day.

Greatest Interest in Aldermanic 
Races Shown in Lodging 
House Wards. 


Only 27,676 voters took advantage yester- 
day of the intermed-ate registration for the 
aldermanic election om April 1. The figures 
fall 87.508 below the total in the spring res- 
istration a year ago, when 115,18 names 
were added to the lists. 

Election officials, who had predicted a regis- 
tration of 100,000, thought the small figure in- 
dicated few voters had changed their resi- 
Gence since the general election in November. 
Only those who had moved or new voters 
were required to register. 


Cite Reason for Low Figure. 

It was pointed out nearly all those entitled 
to franchise got on the books for the presi- 
dential election and that usually the regis- | 
tration following was far below the aver- 
age. Politicians do not believe the total for 
the day indicates a lack of interest in the 
aldermanic fights. On the contrary, they 
argue there now are more names on the reg- 
istration books than ever before. 

The total now, including those added, ‘s 
400,655, as against 441,970 a year ago. 

The greatest interest in the registration was 
shown in the First, Eighteenth, and Twenty- | 
first wards. in all which lodging houses are | 
located. 

In the First ward, the bailiwick of “ Hinky 
Dink.” 2.3824 names were added; in the Eigh- 
teenth. where the Grogan-Hearst-Harrison’ 
fight is engrossing attention, 2,302 went to the 
polls, while in the Twenty-first, also the cen- 
ter of a warm aldermanic fight. the total was

It is reported that the suffragets will try 
to step the Oxford-Cambridge university 
boat race on March 13 by preventing the crews 
from racing. 

Their aim seems to beto damage the racing 
shells which Are now housed at Putney, or 
in some other way to make the annual contest 
Impossible. 

The president of the Oxford club has re- 
ceived mystertous warnings as a result of 
which a score of men are on duty day and 
night guarding the premises. There are also 
sentinels and policemen at the headquarters 
of the Leander and Rowing clubs. This ac- 
tion Is unprecedented. 

It has been remarked that women wearing 
the militant colors have been parading the 
shore every day during the practice of the 
crews. In consequence of this the caretakers 
have been instructed to treat any women 
who attempt to meddle with the boats to a 
cold bath. 

Special police boats will patrol the course 
during the race, but the length of the route 
from Putney to Mortlake is too great to insure 
absolute noninterference. The opinion is ex- 
pressed that if the university boats escape 
damage at the hands of the suffragets, the 
militants wih anchor craft of some kind at 
unknown points and will obetruct the course. 


Resolves ti Die of, Hunger. 

PARIS, March 11.—Mise Christabel Pank- 
hurst in un interview today intimated that the 
scope of the militant movement may shortly 
be widened. She added that her mother, Mrs, 
Emmeline Pankhurst, if compelled to serve 
a prison sentence for her remarks about the 
bombing of Lloyd George's house at Wharton 
Heath, had resolved to die of hunger n 
prison. 


TELL OF INSULTS TO WOMEN. 

Washington, D. C., March 11.—[Special.}~— 
Further tales of insulte to the suffragists 
who paraded the streets of the capital two 
weeks ago were told today before the senate 
committee of inquiry which is investigating 
the part the police played in the pageant. 
Witnesses told of obscene language and 
epithets which they charged the police made 
little attempt to prevent. 


Answering the charges of the suffragists, | 


Police Commissioner John A. Johnston made 
a general defense of the conduct of Supt. 
Sylvester and his force. He said Maj. yl 
vester had framed a comprehensive plan for 
policing the avenues, but that the failure of 
the plans could not be explained nor the re- 
sponsibility for the disorder accurately 
placed. 


Mob Hurls Obscene Remarks. 

The star witness of the euffragisis was the 
Rev. Dr. James Mythen of Baltimore, who | 
marched with the Maryland division. He 
said the marchers were forced to walk in 
single flle and that they were greeted all along 
the line by jeers and shouts and obscene re- 
marks from the bystanders. 

He gave the numbers of several policemen 
who, he said, neglected the work of keeping 
the crowds back. One officer to whom he 
complained, he said, told him to “go to 
-I!“ He said the police generally had be- 
come a part of the crowd and did nothing to 
restrain those who insulted the paraders.

WINS WATER FIGHT 


Creation of Sanitary District 
in Indiana Will, It Is Be- 
lieved, Help Chicago, 


WAR BUREAU FOILED? 


Long Standing Dispute Over 


Flowage Thought to Be 
Ended by Legislation. 


Members of the Chicago drainage board are 


elated over the passage by the Indiana legis- 
lature of a bill creating a sanitary district in 
the Indiana towns immediately adjoining 
Chicago. They say the law will give the Chi- 
cago district all the water it needs and will 
end the long standing dispute between the 
Chicago district and the war department. 
The new sanitary district will embrace the 
towns of Gary, Whiting, Hammond, and ten 
surrounding cities in Indiana. It will adopt 
the policy of the sanitary district of Chicago. 


Indiana Bill Passed Monday. 

The scheme was fostered and promoted by 
members of the Chicago drainage board. A 
committee headed by Thomas M. Sullivan 
has been lobbym for the new sanitary dis- 
trict ot Indiana. Night meetings with influ- 
ential men of the Indiana towns have been 
held. The bill practically was framed and 
drawn up in the committee rooms of the Chi- 
cago drainage board. 

u was presented to the legislature at In- 
dianapolis last Friday. It was passed during 
the last five minutes of the session on Mon- 
day. 

Plan to Get More Water. 

The sewage from the new district will 
flow into the Little Calumet river and double 
the water supply. With the added flow the 
panitary district of Chicago will be able to 
handle the sewage of the cities which it em- 
braces after the population of the district 
has doubled. This assures the district a flow 
of water which will be sufficient for all time 
to come, according to experts. 


The creation of the new district will, it is. 


predicted, end the fight of the Chicago drrain- 
age board to secure a sufficient water supply 
from Lake Michigan, which was opposed by 
the Unitéd States war department. 

The 
Calumet-Sag channel was doomed and more 
then $1,000,000 which has already been spent 
would have been lost, it was declared.

Russia Agrees to End Mobiliza- 
tion of Troops Along 
Border Line. 


Chihukhua Troops and Federals 
Clash at Parral in Fifty 
Hours’ Battle. 


Mexico City, March 11.—Great Britain will 
recognize the Huerta government, according 
te official advices received today by Fran- 
ac de la Barra, minister of foreign rela- 
tions, from the Mexican legation at London. 

The federal authorities have taken cogni- 
gance of the reports that American capital is 
being employed in the constitutionalist prop- 
agahda and the threatened invasion of So- 
nore by an organised band of American fin- 
busters. 

It le announced that représentations will 
be made at Washington requesting extraor- 
dinary precautions be taken on the border 
for the preservation of neutrality.

Huerta. Troops Win at Parral. 

El Paso. Tex., March 11.—Deaperate fight- 
fing in an attack on Parral, Chihvehua, caus- 
ing a great loss of life in a fifty hours battle, 
Was reported in belated advices reaching 
here today. 

Some 1,500 Constitutionalists, rebelling 
against Huerta's national government in 
Chihuahva. were driven back by almost an 
equal number of federal regulars, and the 
eity, center of American mining and indus- 
trial interests, badly demolished by bom- 
bardiment and street fighting, in which even 
the townspeople engaged. 


Warning to Mexican Forces.

Bryan Angered by Trick. 

Mr. Bryan is thoroughly indignant over 
what has occurred, and is gunning tor the 
official who was responsible. While the man 
who slipped the message under the pen of the 
gecretary is in office, he will go as soon as 
his successor can be found. To this task Mr. 
Bryan is devoting himself. He is greatly 
chagrined at what has occurred, but has made 
no statement, because he did not want the 
people te believe, to quote one of his friends, 
that he is an “ easy mark.” 

Mr. Bryan intends to investigate the Mex!- 
can situation for himself. He wants to know 
if the American government was responsible 
for the overthrow of Diaz by Madero and for 
the subsequent overthrow of Madero by Gen. 
Huerta and Gen. Dias. 

Ambassador Wileon was sustained by the 
department of state under the last admin- 
istration, even to the extent of removing Con- 
su] General Shanklin, against whom the am- 
bassador had preferred charges 

Shanklin appealed to the president, and, 
eupported by senatorial influence, was sent 
back to Mexico City. The whole situation is 
such that Secretary Bryan wants to have his 
own representative in the Mexican capital, 
and in a few days the appointment of a Demo- 
erat at Mr. Wilson's successor will be an- 
nounced. 

Bryan Helps on Statement. 

Mr. Bryan participated in the consideration 
and revision of the statement issued by the 
president today. The statement meets with 
the approval of every member of the admin- 
wtration, and, as it says, will be a guide to 
the future policy of the administration. The 
views expressed are of prime importance at 
this time, becauge of the situation in Mexico, 
Nicaragua, and Cuba. 

The Huerta government has put squarely 
up to the administration the question of its 
recognition by asking if the United States 
will receive Emilio Rabasa as Mexican am- 
baseador in Washington. Hie reception, of 
course, would recognize the rights and pow- 
ers of the Huerta government throughout 


Mexican territory. 


There is one sentence in the president's 
statement which would seem to apply directly 
to the Huerta régime. 


No Quick Recognition of Huerta, 
It is that the United States will lend ite in- 


fluence to the realization of just government. 


“knowing that disorder, personal intrigue,

Before any recognition is given to the 
Huerta government, the administration in- 
tende to be certain that it has established 
and can preserve order, that it will protect 
private rights and respect the restraints of 
constitutional provision.

He requested the immediate recall of 
any Servian troops which had been dis- 
patched there. 

The Servian premier in reply pointed out 
that Onder treaty arrangements Servia was 
compelled to assist her allies without regard 
to the future of Scutari. 

The situation is regarded as extremely 
Gelicate. Feeling here is at a high pitch over 
the attitude taken by Austria. 


Russia in Peace Movement. 

There was a renewal of the peace hopes, 
however, when tonight the long expected 
agreement for Austro-Russian demobiliza- 
tien was published. It also became known 
that the allies have accepted the powers’ 
offer of mediation under certain conditions, 
and arrangements have been completed for 
the settiement of the dispute between Bul- 
garia and Roumania by a conference of am- 
bassadors at St. Petersburg, presided over 
by Sergtus Sazonoff, the Russian foreign 
minister. 

Demobdilisation by Russia and Austro- 
Hungary was announced in an official] com- 
munication issued by the two countries This 
gets forth that the exchange of letters de- 
tween Emperor Francis Joseph and Dm- 
peror Nicholas have proved the continued 
friendship of the two nations and that both 
are desirous of maintaining peace. 

‘The two governments, therefore,“ con- 
tinues the communication, “have arrived at 
the agreement that certain measures of a 
purely defensive character in the frontier 
provinces are no longer required, and ac“ 
cordingly have decided to reduce the Austro- 
Hungarian forces in Galicia to a normal 


footing, while Russia will disband the re- 


aerviste which should have been disbanded 
in autumn.” 


Greek Transports Aid Servians. 

According to dispatches from Vienna and 
Belgrade, Greek transports are landing 
further large Servian forces at San Giovanni 
di Medua.

Lillian Russell's Answers. 

P. M.: I would not advise you to clean your 
hair with gasoline The best thing to cleanse 
the hair with is a good shampoo. What you 
need is a course of scalp treatments. I would 
advise you to try and massage your scalp 
daily—at night just before retiring is the beat 
time. Use a good hair tonic while massaging 
the scalp. Do this for a month or so, then 
wash the hair with a good shampoo. Then 
continue the treatment with the massage and 
hair tonic.

Her husband found her one night pacing up 
and down the beach near their residence, but 
persuaded her to go home.

Federal Authorities Investigate 
Independent Concern. 


STOCK SOLD TO FARMERS. 


President Says Inquiry Is Due to the 
Jealousy of Rivals. 


Postal authorities yesterday began an in- 
vestigation of the financial condition of the 
Independent Harvester company of Plano, 
Tll., a $10,000,000 corporation. 

The question at issue is whether the com- 
pany is justified in advertising and selling 
ock through the mails. 

The investigation is the result of inquiries 
by farmers, who have bought stock. 

A statement has been made by inquirers 
that the plant and the actual assets of the 

company are not worh $1,000,000. Stock 
amounting to about $6,000,000 has been sold. 


Called Farmers Company. 

In its advertisements the company is herald- 
ed as the only real competitor of the Inter- 
national Harvester company and is called 
“the farmers’ company.” 

William C. Thompson, president of the com- 
pany, has offices in the First National Bank 
building. He went before the federal of- 
ficlals and aided in work om his books. He 
issued a statement tnat the investigation was 
prompted by “ jealous competitors who fear 
the phenomena) growth of the company. 

The balance sheet of the company as of 
Dec. 31, 1912, shows that of the stock sole 
only $1,000,000 of the common and $87,000 of 
preferred is voting stock. The 25,000 farmers 
who have bought stock have no vote. 


Says Farmers Get Discount. 

President Thompson said the farmers who 
own stock get a discount on the machinery 
they buy, amounting to a dividend. The stock 
is sold to farmers at 125, a price fixed by the 
officials of the company. 

The company wae incorporated under the 
laws of Maine in 1005. It succeeded the Ke!- 
jogs Harvestér company, which took over the 
Plano company’s equipment in 1902. The In- 
dependent company is now operating the oid 
Plano plant.

PROMOTER TELLS | 
ALASKA SCHEME 


Says E. A. Shedd and Augus- 
tus Heinze Were First to 
Finance Railroad. 


THEN FROST BOUGHT Tr. 


Said to Have Named Stations in 
Honor of’’ Evanston, Chi- 
cago, Kenosha, Ete. 


E. A. Shedd of Chicago and Augustus 
Heinze, the Montana “copper king.“ were 
among the first to finance the Alaska Central 
railroad, which later was acquired by Alber 
C. Frost and his associates, according to tes- 
timony yesterday in the Alaskan land fraud 
trial before Judge Landis. 

John E. Ballaine of Seattle, original pro- 
moter of the railroad project, testified Shedd 
and his brother advanced $200,000 to the orig- 
inal promoters and Heinze took $8,000 worth 
ot preferred stock in the company. Shedd's 
loan, the witness sald, ran for two years 
and was secured by stocks and bonds of a 
subsidiary construction company which built 
the road and the railroad itself. In addition, 
the entire town site of Seward, Alaska, with 
the exception of a few lots which hed been 
vod, was put up as collateral. 


No Designs on Coal at First. 

The witness testified the first promoters 
bad no intention of tapping the Matanuska 
valley coall ands. Thies idea, he said, was 
first broached by Frost and his aseociates 
and agents. Negotiations with Frost, he 
said, were taken up after construction of the 
road had been started and with the object 
of raising enough money to complete the 
projést and repay the Shedd loan. 

„How large a loan were you trying do ne- 
gotiate after that?’ asked B. D. Townsend, 
special assistant attorney genera). 

“I think about §2,100.000," the witness 
said. 

Frost and hig associates acquired the rail- 
road from Mr. Baliaine and the original 
group of promoters in 1994. Mr. Frost be- 
came president of the road. 

The witness told of a party of investigators 
sent to Alaska by Frost, who remained in 
Alaska thirty days and inspected the entire 
territory. “About two days after we re 
turned to Seward, H. C. Osborne, manager 
of the Sovereign Bank of Canada, and other 
Frost representatives, told me they saw no 
advantage in building the railroad unless we 
built a branch to the coal fields.” 


Says Frauds Then Began. 

After Frost acquired the railroad the al- 
leged fraudulent filings on the government 
coal lands began. A total of sixty-four names, 
many of them Chicagoans, including clerks, 
stenographers, and other employésin Frost's 
effice, were used for this purpose, according 
to the government. 

Coal claims acquired in this manner, ac- 
cording to evidence presented, were named
